L  and  blacken  innocence  bycalumijyl 
has  been  the  clandcftinc  employment  of 
vice  in  every  age  and  nation ;  and  tho* 
the  hand  of  time  has  endeavoured  lo  de¬ 
led  the  forgeries  of  falfchood,  and  the 
pen  of  fatire  has  been  drawn  in  tbccaute 
of  truth  and  integrity,  yet  even  their  u-  ! 
nited  forces  have  proved  infuflSdent  to 
retard  the  celerity  of  fcandal,  or  (lop  the 
current  of  detraAion.  One  would  al¬ 
moft  be  inclined  to  imagine  that  there 
was  ail  evil  principle  in  our  nature,  ex¬ 
citing  every  man  to  confider  hia  neigh¬ 
bour’s  wifdom  as  a  reproach  of  his  own 
folly,  and  his  neighbour’s  exaltation  as 
an  obltacle  to  his  own  happinefs.  Hence 
arife  the  burnings  of  envy,  the  iralice 
of  comparifun,  and  the  bickerings  of  a- 
nimi»fity;  to  this  we  mud,  in  a  great 
rneafure,  attribute  thedcprelTion  of  merit, 
the  progrefs  of  folly,  and  the  retrogref- 
Fion  of  wifdom  and  knowledge.  The 
celebrity  of  one  w'ritcr  draw’s  after  it  the 
abufe  and  afperfions  cf  a  thoufand,  and 
the  beauty  of  one  diflinguifiied  female  calls 
forth  ail  the  arrows  of  cciifirc,  and 
gives  vent  to  all  the  poifon  of  malevo¬ 
lence;  the  prying  eye  of  envy  is  conti¬ 
nually  looking  t.hrcugb  the  wrong  end 
of  the  perfpedive,  to  magnify  every  ble- 
milh,  and  diininifli  every  perfedlior»;  no 
incitements  are  left  to  animate  languor, 
or  encourage  virtue;  to  difintangle  fo- 
phillry,  or  invrftigatc  truth ;  while  the 
great  and  good  are  only  rendered  .more 
ijiifcrabW  by  their  accoropli/hmentf,  and 
incur  a  puniOiment  where. they  had.  de- 
ferved  a  reward.  Such  were’ my  laft 
night’s  meditations  on  the  hard  lot  of

at  length  infenfibly  upon  me,'  and  con¬ 
veyed  me  in  a  moment  lo  the  ideal  re* 
giops,  where  imagination  wanders  with¬ 
out  reftraint,  and  reafon  rcligns  hef 
fetp’er  into  the  hands  of  fancy.-  i  foond 
myfelf  on  a  fudden  tranfported  into  a, 
fair  and  fpacious  plain,  where  I  (aw  at 
a  tlldance  tw«i  armies  prepared  for 
tion,  and  on  the  point  oi  tngagiirg  with 
each  ether.

envy  and  dctraliion  were  employed  as 
aides-du-camp,  and  were,  as  I  afterwards 
found,  of  infinite  fervice  in  the  engage¬ 
ment.

The  firft  attack  w’as  made  by  falfe- 
hood\  right  w’ing,  under  the  condud  of 
calumny,  on  the  left  wing  of  truth, 
commanded  by  merit,  who,  by  dint  of 
courage  and  coitdud,  kept  the  field  for 
fome  time,  and  feemed  to  imbibe  frefh’ 
fpirit  from  the  enemy’s  fpears,  which 
fell  blunted  to  the  ground.  Calumny 
observing  this,  liftened  to  the  advice  of 
experience,  changed  her  weapons^  and 
ordered  her  troop*  to  make  ulc  of  ppi*. 
foned  arrows,  which  fell  in  fuch  frequent 
and  irrcliftible  fiiowers,  that  the  troops 
of  merit  were  forced  to  giva  way,  and 
yield  to  fuperior  force.  Time,  who  was 
ja  the  rear,  advanced  iinmcdutely  to  the 
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allifiance  of  merit,  and  endeatouted  to 
rally  his  difirclTcd  friends,  but  was  too 
flow  in  his  motions  to  muntera^  the  vi¬ 
gilance  and  a(5livity  of  his  adverfary. 

I  could  not  help  obierving  upon  this 
occafion,  that  the  fuccefs  oi  Jalfehood 
was  in  a  great  meafure  owing  to  the  af* 
fifiance  of  ridicule,  who,  from  a  fubal- 
tern  in  the  fervice  o£  calumny,  had  late¬ 
ly  raifed  himfclf  by  art  and  chicanery  to 
a  dilUnguiflied  rank  in  the  army;  hit 
troops  alfo,  like  thofe  of  the  general  un¬ 
der  whom  be  fought,  ufed  puifuned  ar¬ 
rows,  which  they  (hot  in  the  manner  of 
the  Parthians,  fo  that  they  feemed  to  fly 
from  the  enemy  while  they  attacked  him. 
In  the  midft  of  the  battle  I  remarked^ 
with  a  mixture  of  furprife  and  indigna¬ 
tion,  a  warrior,  who  by  the  fplendor  of 
his  drefs,  and  the  gaiety  of  his  appear¬ 
ance,  feemed  no  inconfiderable  perfon- 
age ;  but  who  feveral  times,  to  my  afto- 
niihment,  deferted  from  truth  to  falfc'^ 
hood,  and  fa\fehood  to  truths 

{hinting  iidcs  almoft  every  moment,  and 
who  was  yet  received  by  each  with  an  e- 
qiial  degree  of  fatisfa^ion.  1  found,  ti- 
pon  inquiry,  that  the  name  of  this  hero 
was  *viit,  and  foon  learned  that  he  bad 
more  of  Therfites  than  Ajax  in  his  cum- 
pofition,  and  ferved  rather  to  divert  and 
entertain  both  armies,  than  to  be  of  any 
real  confequence  or  importance  to  ei- 
tber. 

From  this  ridiculous  objedl  my  fenfei 
were  foon  called  off  to  another  part  of 
the  field,  to  mark  the  bold  and  fuccefs- 
ful  attacks  of  learning  on  ignorance^ 
whom  he  wmuld  have  put  to  flight  with 
the  utmofl  facility,  had  not  he.  liftened 
to  the  dii^ates  of  pride,  and  puflied  his 
vi(5tory  too  far;  the  fatal  confcquenccs 
.of  which  was,  that  ambuflies  were  laid 
for  him  by  the  enemy,  into  which  he  fell 
with  precipitation,  and  could  not  efcape 
from  them  without  danger  and  diflScul- 
ty.. 

'  Though  the  two  amazons,  modejiy 
and  beauty,  mod  heartily  engaged  in  the 
defence  of  their  beloved  monarch/  I 
could  not  help  obferving  the  former  was 
greatly  deficient  in  condud,  and  the  lat¬ 
ter  failed  in  point  of  courage;  fothat 
their  ft>rces  were  eafily  fubdued  by  m- 
pudence  and  malice*  Their  defeat 
would  indeed  have  occafioned  a  general 
overthrow,  and  determined  the  vidory 
in  ^favour  of  falfehood,  had  not  virtue 
arrived  very  fealonably  to  the  relief  of 
trutbf  with  a  confidcrable  reinforce** 
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fwrrrt.  At  his  approach  every  cheek  was 
fiulhed  with  confidence,  and  every  eye 
iparklcd  with  delight.  Merit  ralHed  his 
Icattercd  tro  >ps*  and  even  viodejiy  grew 
bold  under  his  aufpices ;  beauty  fmilcd 
with  frefh  charms,  and  learning  once 
ir.ore  took  the  held  with  re-anim-tced  vi- 
fiour.  Integrity t  who  had  the  firft  com¬ 
mand  under  this  new  ally,  had  brought 
with  him  a  quantity  of  ihields,  proof  a* 
gainft  the  ipears  of  maliee,  and  impe¬ 
netrable  by  the  arrows  of  calumny ; 
with  thefc  the  army  of  truth  was  foon 
equipped,  apd  renewed  the  battle  with 
frclh  ardour  and  redoubled  courage. 
FalfihooJ  began  now  in  her  turn  to  de- 
fpair;  her  furors  retreated  on  every  fide, 
and  vifiory  was  juif  on  the  point  of  de¬ 
claring  hcrfelf  the  patronefs  of  iruth^ 
when  the  half-fubdticd  combatant,  by 
♦he  advice  of  cunnings  whom  fhc  ai- 
ways  conftilled,  took  a  dcl’pcratc  refo- 
lution,  w  hich  proved  but  too  fucccfsful. 
She  cloathcxl  hcrfelf  in  the  habit  of  truth, 
aflTumed  her  air,  gtHure  and  difeourfe, 
and  coming  t«>  the  cnemyV  camp,  infi- 
nuated  herlelfinto  the  hearts  of  the  fol- 
^iery,  and  fednerd  the  whole  army  o- 
ver  to  her  territories,  where  it  w’as  fomc 
time  before  the  captives  difcovered  the 
fraud,  and  found  thcmfelvcs  the  deluded 
victims  of  treachery  and  dijjlmulation. 
The  cries  made  by  the  untuppy  prifo- 
i.ers  on  a  fu.lden  awoke  me,  to  lament 
e»nce  in(>re  the  uiidrfrrvtd  fate  «»f  truth, 
thus  doomed  to  tail  a  facritice  to  the 
l^ratagems  t»f  falfthood,  w'ho  has  the  iii- 
loience  to  boalt  her  perpetual  triumphs 
over  the  united  etVortb  of  Uaruing,  me¬ 
rit  and  virtue*

IHAPPEffED,  about  eight  days  ago, 
to  be  in  that  corner  of  Fife  where 
your  valuable  correfpondent  Homrda  has 
her  abode ;  and,  though  not  perfoiiAlly 
acquainted,  chance  a<it»rded  me  an  op- 
yortunity  of  giving  a  fmall  proof  pf  my

(d  her  kind  endeavours  to  edablilli  the 
baupinefs  of  Peggie  Agricula,  who  now 
that  icliaty  which  mtift  attend 


the  union  of  two  hearts  fo  fympathctl* 

cally  allied. - As  Philenpos  (though 

earneftly  defired  in  Vol.  xaiv.  P,  ^97,  of 
.your  Magazine)  has  not  yet  rcftimed  hit 
pen,  it  is  my  prefent  defign  (agreeabie 
to  Honefta's  requeft)  to  attempt  to  bring 
to  view  fomc  of  the  principal  cafes  iq 
which  Providence  is  concerned  in  direct¬ 
ing  the  adlions  of  men.  And,  indeed,  a 
feeble  attempt  it  muft  be;  for  what  man 
is,  able  to  trace  the  myfterioiis  detail  of 
operations  in  the  gcrvcrnmeni  of  Godf 
What  cam  we  expt^  from  the  light  of 
reafon,  the  pride  and  boad  of  our  na¬ 
ture,  imperfed  as  it  is  at  the  bed,  but 
that,  like  a  feeble  and  dckly  taper,  it 
gives  us  a  faint  aixi  partial  glimplleof  the 
furface  of  things  Man  has  a  principle 
of  liberty  within  him,  a  power  of  turn¬ 
ing,  or  at  lead  of  leaving  his  will  to  the 
impulfe  of  good  on  the  one  hand,  or  of 
evil  on  the  other,  and  confequcntly  is 
accountable  for  the  choice  he  makes/ 

It  is  rcalonablc  therefore  to  bdievc,  that 
Providence  never  interpofes  fo  far  in  di¬ 
recting  the  conduit  of  a  free  agent  as  to' 
deprive  him  of  the  reward  that  is  due  to 
virtue,  or  to  free  him  from  the  punilh- 
ment  that  vice  dtferves.  An  infinite 
mind  cannot  but  know  ail  poitible  rela¬ 
tions,  circumdances,  and  events,  witii 
abfolute  exaCtnefs:  but  it  is  not  by  any 
means  confident  with  the  decrees  of  his 
eternal  wifdom  to  diduive  the  fixed  con¬ 
nection  of  confequenoes,  to  depart  from 
the  laws  of  harmony  and  order  he  hat 
fi)  univerfally  edablithed,  on  purpofe  to 
prevent  luch  mifehievous  deeds  as  are 
difhonourablc  to  himfclf,  or  pernicious 
to  the  fingular  fuccefs  of  good  and  fir-' 
ttix>u8  men-  But  though  it  is  aderted, 
that  he  will  nut  arbitrarily  break  iu  upon 
this  wife  and  good  condi  tut  ion  fo  as  to 
unhinge  K,  yet  it  is  owned,  that  the  So¬ 
vereign  of  nature  may  notwithdanding^ 
in  fomc  indances,  and  for  good  and 
wife  rcafons,  by  particular  interpofition,* 
dop  or  fufpend  a  particular  conkquence. 
Though  the  grand  and  fundamental' 
laws  by  which  the  uoiverfe  is  fteered, 
may  be  io  a  great  aieafure  unalterable, 
yet  there  are  fubordioate  and  inferior 
laws  which  Ood  may  vary  without  any* 
feeming  or  vifible  literation,  and  to  re¬ 
cede  from  them  under  proper  limitationi, 
at  the  intlance  of  particular  peiibns, 
may  be  no  detriment  to  the  univerfCf  * 
It  is  hard  to  conceive  how  a  proper  care' 
could  be  taken  of  collective  bodies,  if  ’ 
the  individoals  of  which  they  werp  com*  t 
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^fcd  were  negicftcd;  feeing  it  could 
pot  be  diflkuli  for  him,  who  feei  all 
things  pad,  prcfcat.  and  to  come,  in  one 
inllantancous  view,  to  ft»rm  hich  a  com- 
prchcufive  fcbeme  of  things  in  his  infinite 
mind  a*  (hotiid  extend  to  the  particular 
circunnttmees  and  exigencies  of  every 
individual.  If  this  was  not  the  cafe, 
good  men  vrnuld  have  no  rcfourcc  in 
their  calamities,  no  giound  to  apply  to 
Cotl  for  fuppoit  under  them,  no  expec- 
taliou  of  alTiflance  from  him,  or  from 
jiny  other  being  acting  under  his  direc¬ 
tion,  as  'he  inftrnments  of  his  provi¬ 
dence.  But  tile  particular  conBitution 
of  thofe  whp  are  acted  upon  will  more 
clearly  point  out  how  far  the  divine  in¬ 
ter  pohtiuns  extend* 

Man  is  io  confliiutcd  by  nature,  that 
he  ih  capable  of  being  wrought  upon  in 
no  other  way  than  that  of  moral  aibf- 
tance  and  pcriuaiVdn:  motives  may  be 
kt  before  hirn,  and  placed  in  fuch  a  va¬ 
riety  of  lights  as  to  ttnich  the  muft  latent 
Springs  of  his  heart,  and  draw  them 
forth  into  action;,  they  may  at  once  be 
powerful  in  the  higheft  degree,  and  yet 
not  fuch  as  to  dellroy  his  liberty  and 
freedom-  He  may  be  pertuaded”  by  ra¬ 
tional  arguments,  and  his  will  influenced, 
but  fliil- every  thing  he  does  mull  be  the 
cttVct  of  his  own  iiKlination  for  as  far 
as  it  is  true  of  a  Ixring  that  he  afts,  fo 
far  he  mull  himfelf  be  the  caufc  of  the 
adion,  and  therefore  not  neceffarily  de¬ 
termined  to  ad.'  Our  knowledge  of  the 
conflitution  of  thefe  agents  mulf  then 
be  the  criterion  by  which  we  arc  to 
judge  of  the  dirrdlon  they  are  capable 
of  receiving  :  for  an  Miflnite  mind  U  fuch 
an  objed>  as  muft  immcafurcably  Iran* 
feend  all  conceptions  but  its  own.  VVe 
cannot  well  argue  from  the  inBoity  of 
his  attributes,  to  the  length  he  may  go 
in  ading  upon  bis  creatures only  this 
we  may  faftly  prefume,  that  be  will  Itilf 
ad  confiflcRtly  with  his  own  deflgns,  and 
the  end  for  which  his  creatures  were 
made.'  Many  things,  indeed,  fall  out  to 
U8  accidentally,  or  fbrtuitoufly,  that  are 
beyond,  and  contrary  to  the  rxpedation 
of  all  men,  whichr  no  human  fagacity 
could  forfee,  nor  power  prevent;  of 
which  we  do  not  know  the  true  caufe 
that  produced  them,  or‘  interpofed  ii> 
fuch  a  manner  as  to  bring  that  to  pafs' 
which  was  not  expeded,  and  which  we 
ourfelves  could  never  have  brought  a- 
bout :  but  they  have  all  real  caulitf,  and 
are  direded  aod  over-ruled  by  the  holy^ 


wife,  powerful,  and  ftcady  provrdcncc  of 
God,  fo  as  to  fubierve  his  own  biefled 
purpofes.  Whatever  he  does  then  abouC 
his  creatures,  or  their  adionSy-howfoevef 
be  concurs,  determines,  limits,  permits, 
hinders  them,  all  is  well  done,  fo  far  a* 
he  is  concerned. 

Again,  in  this  great  eternal  defign^ 
which  is  executed  in  time,  there  is  not 
only  a  contideration  of  great  and  gene¬ 
ral  events,  but  of  ail  particulars,  par¬ 
ticular  perfons,  adions,  circumftancesp 
all  the  creatures  are  parts,  if  I  may  r<» 
fpeak,  of  the  whole  drama,  and  (land  iiv 
f>me  relation  to  all  the  reft-  Every  one 
has  bis  part  alTrgncd  him,-  and  may  be 
more  confiderablc  than  we  are  aware  of- 
Many  of  the  moft  confiderablc  events 
depend  upon  the  mod  ir.confiderable  ac¬ 
tions,  or  circumttanccs  of  a^ons,  evett 
of  the  leaft  regarded,  and  moft  incoa- 
iiderable  perloos.  The  molt  triflings 
things,,  the  moft  foolitti^  worthlefs- crea¬ 
tures,  have  often  been  the  caulks  of  the’ 
greatcll  revolutions  hi  the  world,  aneb 
upon  whom  the  greateft  n umber  of  ex¬ 
traordinary  events  have  depended.—^ 
But  further,  the  providence  of  God  is 
very  fpcoial  iti  guarding  the  laws  he  has 
given  for  the  rule  of  our  duty,  by  pre¬ 
venting  many  breaches  of  themr  Wbca 
the  fuperior  powers,  rcafon  and  con- 
fcience,  are  neglcded,- and  inferior  ap<^ 
petites  allowed  to  ufurp  the  command » 
extraordinary  means  are  employed,-  and 
external  circumftances  are  made  to  con¬ 
cur  to  re-eftabli(h  the  juft  balance  of  the 
mind-'  lie  works  upon  our  ipirits  bp 
an  immediate  influence,  and<yctin  !ucbr 
a  way  as  U  perftdlly. agreeable  to  our  ra¬ 
tional  natures,  and  which  may-  not  puk 
any  conftraint  on  the  freed^^m  uf  oup 
wills.  Surprilkig  changes  have  beeiv 
wrought  upon  the  fpirity  of  men,  and 
teftraints  laid  upon- their  palfions:  there 
arc  ve/y  few  who  have  not  feme  time  oe 
other,  juft  as  they  were  upon  the  point 
of  p*erpetrating  a  bad  a^ion,  felt  a  fud- 
den  check-  upon  them,  which  has  ren¬ 
dered  their  defign  abortive  :  a  chill  fear- 
fulnefs  and  trembling  hath  ieized  thcoa 
that  were  ftrangers  to  fear,. and  an  un- 
ulual  damp  bath  overcall  the  foul  whictk 
had  been  inured^ to  hardy  attempts. 

Once  more,,  the  providence  of  God  is 
wonderfully  exerted  in  turning  to  bts 
own  glory,  and  the  good  of  mankind, 
the  malice  and  mifebievouf  defigns  of 
the  wicked.  They  are  fo  over*  ruled 
(ootwitii^adicg  their  lualisjous  IaU^' 
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lions)*  that  they  cannot  at  all  times  do 
what  thty  would,  but  are  inclined,  they 
know  uoL  how,  to  do  what  proves  the 
occaiion,  motive,  or  caui'e,  of  happineis 
to  thole  whofe  mifery  they  aimed  at ; 
and  God  convinces  therr,  that,  though 
the  ai^lions  be  theirs,  the  confequencea 
arc  his :  he  punilhes  them  not  according 
to  the  events,  but  according  to  tlieir  in¬ 
tentions,  viewing  and  confidering,  as  a 
righteous  and  mien ing  judge,  the  niif- 
chiefs  which  mm  cither  do  or  intend, 
without  any  regard  to  ihe  benefit  unto 
which  it  was  turned  by  his  providence, 
and  w  hich  benefit  w'as  by  no  means  any 
part  of  their  defign  to  promote. — As 
ihcfc  lupernatural  influences  we  have 
been  fpcaking  of,  neither  infringe,  nor 
any  way  interfere  with  human  liberty, 
there  is  no  mure  reafon  to  l>e  prejndietd 
agaiufl  them,  than  againfl  the  inflnence 
which  the  confiitutiun  of  the  world  al¬ 
lows  to  every  agent  over  events,  in  pro¬ 
portion  to  his  power  and  knowledge, 
it  is  certain,  the  providence  of  God  mo- 
veth  always  fuitably  to  the  nature  of  in¬ 
ferior  caules,  whether  necefl'ary,  free,  or 
contingent,  not  forcing  them,  or  other- 
wife  making  ufe  of  them,  but  accor¬ 
ding  to  their  nature;  for,  though  the 
event  be  necefifary  and  infallible  with’ 
refpe(it  to  the  ftrll  caufe,  it  is  neverthe- 
fels  contingent  in  refped  of  its  ncareft 
cau!c.  And  thus  to  difpcnic  proper 
retributions  to  numberlels  intelligent 
beings,  without  infringing  the  liberty 
which  belongcth  to  them,  is  the  moft 
admirable  part  of  the  divine  adminiflra- 
tiona  in  the  government  of  God. 

Upon  the  whole:  To  be  under  the 
tuition  and  adminiftration  of  the  fu- 
preme  Being  is  our  grand  fupport  and 
fccurity;  and,  comparatively  fpcaking,' 
the  foie  foundation  of  our  hope  and 
triift.  We  find  fo  many  fnarcs  and  temp¬ 
tations  planted  in  our  way,  have  'I*  ma¬ 
ny  hazards  and  hardfliips  to  encounter, 
and  fuch  force,  fraud,  and  falfchood  to 
withOand  in  others,  that,  were  we  de¬ 
prived  of  the  protection  of  Providence,' 
we  Oiould  fink  down  into  the  depths 
of  mifery  and  wf)c  !  But,  on  the  other 
hand,  if  we  coniider  onrftlves  as  the  ob- 
jc^fs  of  Gotl’s  concern*  that  he  is  our 
ruler,  our  defender,  and  our  guide — the 
fcenc  changes,  our  condition  brightens, 
and  every  thing  appears  with  a  new 
face.  What  remains  then,  but  that  wc 
hl>our  earneflly  to  bring  our  minds  into 
that  temper  which  the  define  of  Pro¬ 


vidence  requires  ?  If  we  fincerely  ewdtf. 
vour  to  fulfil  his  will,  and  difeharge  onr 
duty,  we  are  fure  of  his  acceptance,  en¬ 
couragement,  and  favour;  moft  gently 
fhal!  we  be  treated,  moft  gracioufly  in* 
dulged,  and  moft  abundantly  rewarded.

'^r''HOUGH  fcvcral  birds  have  great 
JL  m Utica!  powers,  yet  they  feem  to 
have  no  delicacy  of  fenfations,  as  the 
human  finger  hath;  and  therefore  the 
very  beft  of  them  cannot  be  taught  to 
exceed  the  infipidity  of  the  upper  part 
of  the  flute  flop  of  an  organ,  which  hath 
not  the  modern  improvc-ment  of  a  Jhuelf, 

They  are  alfo  eafily  impofed  upon  by 
that  moft  imperfect  of  all  inftrumenis,  a 
bird  cail,  which  they  often  miftake  Lf 
the  notes  of  their  own  fpccies. 

I  have  before  obferved,  that  perhaps 
no  bird  may  be  faid  to  fing  which  is  lar^ 
ger  than  a  blackbird,  though  many  of 
them  are  taught  to  fpeak :  the  fmaller 
birds,  however,  have  tliis  powder  of  imi¬ 
tation;  though  perhaps  the  larger  one! 
have  not  organs  which  may  enable  tbemj 
on  the  other  hand,  to  fing. 

We  have  the  following  inftances  of 
birds  being  taught  to  fpeak,  in  the  time 
of  the  Greeks  and  Romans,  upon  which 
w’c  never  try  the  fame  experiment* 
Mofehus  addreifes  nightingales  and  fwab 
low's  which  were  thus  inftrudted :  '

Pliny  mentions  both  a  cock,  tbrulh^ 
and  nightingales,  ^hich  articulated  f :

Statius  alfo  takes  notice  of  fomc  bird# 
fpcaking,  which  wc  never  attempt  to 
teach  in  this  manner :

As  we  Hiul,  from  Ihefe  citations,  that 
f(i  many  ilitferent  forts  of  birds  have 
learned  to  (peak,  and  as  1  have  Ihcwn 
that  a  fparrow'  may  be  taught  to  fing  the 
linnet’s  note,  1  fcarcely  know  what  fpe- 
cies  to  fix  upon,  that  may  be  coiifidered 
as  incapable  of  fnch  imitations;  for  it  is 
very  clear,  from  feveral  experiments  be¬ 
fore  Hated,  that  the  utmoll  endeavours 
will  not  be  wanting  in  the  bird,  if  he  is 
endowed  with  the  proper  organs. 

It  can  therefore  only  be  fettled  by  c** 
ducating  a  bird,  under  proper  circiim- 
(lances,  whether  he  is  thus  quahlied  or 
not;  for  if  one  was  only  to  determine 
this  point  by  conjedlurc,  one  (liould  fop- 
pole  that  a  fparrow  would  not  imitate 
the  fong  of  the  linnet,  nor  that  a  night¬ 
ingale  or  parti  idge  could  be  taught  to 
fpeak. 

And  here  it  rnay  not  be  improper  to 
explain  wcat  I  mean  by  birds  learning  to 
imitate  the  notes  of  others,  or  the  hu¬ 
man  fpeech. 

If  the  biids  differ  little  in  fhape  or  fizc 
(particularly  of  the  beakf),  the  imita¬ 
tion  is  Commonly  fo  ftrong,  that

*  Among  the  five  hlroR  mentioned  in  lliHc 
lines  of  tiierc  are  four  which  arc  ne¬ 

ver  taught  to  f|Hak  at  preieuf,  viz.  the  cock, 
the  nightingale,  tiic  common  and  the  red- 

putaiJ^e. 

t  It  feenu  very  ohvioits  why  the  form  and 
fizc  of  tliu  heak  may  be  material;  but  1  have 
alfo  obfcrvcd,  that  the  colour  Of  a  bird's  bill 
changes,  when  in  or  out  of  fong;  and  I  am 
infijrmed  that  a  cock  feldom  crows  much  but 
when  his  comb  is  red. 

When  mo't  of  the  finch  tribe  arc  coming 
into  fon;;,  there  is  fuch  a  gradual  change  hi 
the  cctonr  of  their  bill;  thus, -thole  of  the 
chatfinch  and  linnet  arc  then  of  a  very  deep 
blue,  which  tades  away  again  wlicn  the  bird 
ccalcs  to  be  in  long. 

'I  his  particular  Ihoultl  be  attended  to  by 
the  ornirhoiogill  in  his  deiciiptlua;  bccaute 
otherwife  he  luppofrs  the  colour  of  Uic  bill  to 
be  permanent,  whidi  is  by  no  means  fo. 

'i'his  alteration,  however,  rather  l«ems  to 
be  the  fymptom  than  die  canteof  a  bird's 
coming  into  fong,  orothcrwilc;  and  1  inwe 
never  attended  to  thi*  cheutuOance  in  the 
loft  bdled  birds  fufiiciently  to  fay  wlretiier  it 
holds  alio  with  legard  to  them.

for,  in  fuch  inftanceii,  the  p^fTages  ate 
not  only  the  fame,  but  the  tone. 

Such  was  the  event  of  the  cxperimcit 
1  have  before  mentioned  uf  the  liuiiet 
ducated  under  a  vengulina. 

In  my  experiment,  however,  of  teach^ 
ingthe  fparrow  the  notes  of  the  linnet^ 
though  the  fcholar  imitated  the  palfjges 
of  its  maltcr,  yet  the  lone  of  the  fparrowr 
had  by  no  means  the  mellownels  of  the 
original. 

•  The  imitation  might  therefore  be*,  irt 
fume  meafure,  compared  to  the  Tinging 
of  an  opera  fong  by  a  black-guard,  when, 
though  the  notes  may  be  precifeiy  the 
fame,  yet  the  manner  and  tone  would 
differ  very’  much. 

Thus  alfo  the  Unset,  which  I  heard  re¬ 
peat  the  words  pretty  hdy^  did  not  arti¬ 
culate  like  a  parrot  or  a  mino,  though,* 
at  the  Ume  time,  the  words  might  be 
clearly  diftinguiflied. 

The  ediiciition  1  have  therefore  been 
fpcaking  of  will  not  give  new  organs  of 
voice  to  a  bird,  and  the  indrument  it  (elf 
wmII  not  vary,  though  the  notes  or  palfa-i 
ges  may  be  altered  aimed  at  pieafure* 

I  tried  once  an  cxpeiimcnt,  which 
might  indeed  have  pnllibly  made  fonte 
alteration  in  (he  tone  uf  a  bird,  from 
what  it  might  have  been  when  the  ani¬ 
mal  was  at  its  full  growth,  by  procuring 
an  operator  who  caponifed  a  young  black¬ 
bird  of  about  fix  weeks  old;  as  it  died, 
however,  Toon  afterw’ards,  and  I  have 
never  repeated  the  experiment,  1  can  on¬ 
ly  conjedure  with  regard  to  what  miglrt 
have  been  the  ctmfcqiienccs  of  it. 

both  Pliny  X  London  poulter- 

was  able  to  prognofilcate,  for  three  winters 
together,  when  a  nightingale,  which  I  kepe 
fo  long,  was  coming  into  fong  (though  there 
was  no  change  in  the  colour  of  the  bill)  by 
the  dung's  being  intermixed  with  Urge  bloody 
fpots,  which  before  was  only  of  a  dead  white. 

This  fame  bird-catclier  was  slU  vriy  fu0- 
ccfsful  in  his  prcicriptioiis  for  lick  birds,  with 
regard  to  the  iagrcdi(tiits,.of  whicn  he  was  io*^ 
very  myderious. 

He  faid,  that  as  he  could  not  feel  their 
pulfe,  the  circumiUnccs  which  he  chiefly  at¬ 
tended  to  were  tbeir  weiglit,  as  well  ns  both 
the  confident'c  and  odonr  of  their  dung. 

He  always  frankly  laid  what  tie  expefled 
from  his  prefcHptions,  and  that  if  fuch  and 
fuch  change*  did  not  lotm  take  plate,  the 
cafe  was  defpe rate.  He  frequently  *  aMb  ru- 
fufed  to  preferibe,  if  the  bird  felt  too  light  iti 
the  hand,  or  he  thought  that  there  was  noC 
fufficicut  time  U>  bring  about  an  alteration  hx 
the  dung.  f  Lib.  x.  c. 
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crs  agree  that  a  capon  docs  not  crow, 
which  1  Ihould  conceive  toarilefrom  the 
muicics  of  the  larynx  never  acquiring 
the  proper  degree  of  fticngth,  whic^ 
Items  to  be  r^quifue  to  the  tinging  ot  a 
•bird,  from  Mr  Hunter’s  diflVclions. 

But  it  will  perhaps  be  aiked,  why  this 
operation  ihould  not  improve  the  notes 
of  a  nettling,  as  much  as  it  is  Itippoftd 
to  contribiite  to  the  greater  perfection  of 
the  human  voice. 

To  this  }  anfwer,  that  catiration  by 
no  means  inlures  any  fueh  conlequcnce ; 
for  the  voices  of  much  the  greater  part 
of  Italian  eunuchs  are  to  indiiiereut,  that 
they  have  no  means  of  procuring  a  live¬ 
lihood  but  by  c.>pying  mulic;  and  this  Vs 
one  of  the  rcahins  why  fo  few  compcli- 
tions  arc  publilhed  in  Italy,  as  it  would 
ftarve  this  refute  of  focicty. 

.  But  it  may  be  faid,  that  there  hath 
been  a  Faiinelli  and  a  Manzoli,  whole 
voices  were  fo  didinguilhedly  fuperior. 

To  this  I  again  anfwer,  that  the  cata¬ 
logue  of  fuch  names  would  be  a  very 
thort  one;  and  that  we  attribute  thoie 
ehiedls  to  catiration,  which  Ihould  rather 
be  afenbed  to  tin:  education  of  thefe 
lingcTS. 

Ciftration  commonly  leaves  the  hu¬ 
man  voice  at  the  (ame  pitch  as  w’ben  the 
operation  is  performed ;  but  the  eunuch, 
from  that  time,  is  educated  with  a  view 
only  to  his  future  appearance  on  the  o- 
pera  itage;  he  therefore  manages  his 
voice* to  greater  advantage  than  thofc 
^^•hQ  have  not  fo  early  and  cunltaot  in* 
itrudtion. 

Cooftdering  the  fize  of  many  Tinging 
birds,  it  is  lather  amazing  at  what  a 
dlllance  their  notes  may  be  heard. 

1  think  I  may  venture  to  fav,  that  a 
nightingale  may  be  very  clearly  dilUn- 
guilhed  at  more  than  half  a  mile  *,  if  the 
evening  is  calm.  1  have  alfo  obferved 
the  breath  of  a  robin  (which  exerted  it- 
I'clf)  fo  condenfed  in  a  frody  morning,  as 
to  be  very  viBble. 

To  make  the  comparifon,  however, 
with  accuracy,  between  the  loudnefs  of 
a  bird’<  and  the  human  voice,  a  perfon 
Ihould  be  fedt  to  the  fpot  from  w  hence 
the  bird  it  heard;  I  Oiould  rather  con¬ 
ceive  that,  upon  fuch  trial,  the  nightin¬ 
gale  would  be  dillinguilhed  further  than 
the  man. 


It  muft  have  ftruck  every  one,  that,  fa 
palling  under  a  houfc  where  the  win¬ 
dows  are  Ihut,  the  tinging  of  a  bird  ii 
eafdy  heaid,  when,  at  the  tame  time,  a 
cunvcrlation  cannot  be  fo,  though  an  a- 
nimated  one. 

Moft  people,  who  have  not  attended 
to  the  notes  of  birds,  fuppofe,  that  thofc 
t)f  every  fpecics  fipg  cxa<ffly  the  fame 
notes  and  paflages ;  which  is  by  no  mcani 
true,  though  it  is  admitted  that  there  U 
a  general  rclemblance. 

Thus  the  London  bird-catchers  prefer 
the  fong  of  the  KentiUi  goldfinches,  but 
ElTex  chaffinches ;  and  when  they  fell  the 
bird  to  thofe  who  can  thus  diffinguiib, 
inform  the  boycr  that  it  hath  fuch  a  note, 
w  hich  is  very  well  undcrltcod  between 
Ihemf. 

Some  of  the  nightingale- fanciers  alfo 
prefer  a  Surry  bird  to  thole  of  Middle* 

fexj.' 

Thefe  differences  in  the  fong  of  birds 
of  the  fame  fpecies  cannot,  perhaps,  be 
compared  to  any  thing  more  appohte, 
than  the  varieties  of  provincial  dialeds. 

The  nightingale  feems.to  have  been 
fixed  upon,  almolt  univerfally,  as  the 
mod  capital  of  finglng  birds,  which  fu- 
periority  it  certainly  may  boldly  chal¬ 
lenge:  one  reafon,  however,  of  thisbird’s 
being  more  attended  to  than  others  iSi 
tiiai  it  Tings  in  the  night

PERUSING,  the  other  evening,  Dr 
Young’s  Night  Thoughts,  a  book 
trom  whence  1  always  receive  frefh  in- 
ftrudion  every  time  I  take  it  into  my 
hand,  I  was  by  it  led  into  a  contempla¬ 
tive  and  ferious  mood;  which difpofition 
induced  me  to  take  a  walk  towards  the 
church- yard.  At  my  nearer  approach, 
I  obferved  iheyex/^«  at  work.  Cnrio- 
fiiy  prompted  me  to  go  to  him,  at  which 
inftant  he  was  juft  turtiing  out  a  (kull 
from  the  grave  he  w’as  digging.  I  aiked 
him  if  he  knew  by  w’hom  it  had  been 
animated.  It  was  (replied  he)  ani¬ 
mated  by  the  celebrated  Amanda  ;  but, 
as  her  fate  happened  prior  to  the  period 
of  your  exiflcnce,  you  will  probably 
know  nothing  of  it.  The  ftory  may 
therefore  be  perhaps  not  iinentertaining 
to  one  of  your  turn  of  mind.’*  I  told 
him  it  was  what  1  was  intircly  ignorant 
of,  and  w(mld  be  obliged  to  him  for  a 
Ffcital  of  it.  “  Well  then  (rejoined  he) 
you  fliallhavcit;  but,  as  you  fee  I  am 
now  filvcrcd  over  with  age,  and  my  na¬ 
tural  abilities  much  gone,  my  feeble 
limbs  being  hardly  able  to  fupport  their 
bt*rden,  we  will  feat  ourfelves  on  yonder 
grave  (lone,  by  which  1  will  be  enabled 
to  relate  the  mournful  narrative  with 
deliberation.”  Being  feated,  he  pro¬ 
ceeded  as  follows : 

“  AMA>iDA  was  one  of  the  moft 
beautiful  young  ladies  in  this  place. 
Her  charms,  which  were  heightened  by 
an  inexprefhble  fund  of  good  fcnlc,  and 


an  unexceptionable  chara<5Ier,  procured 
her  a  number  of  admirers.  Among 
thofe  was  Lys  ANDER,  a  gentleman  en¬ 
dued  with  excellent  parts,  an  amiable 
difpufition,  and  an  uncommon  fweetnefs 
of  temper.  He,  by  means  of  bis  fupe- 
rior  addrefs*  added  to  the  worth  ot'  his 
mental  qualifications  (a  circumftance 
which  endeared  him  to  Amanda,  and 
enabled  him  to  carry  away  the  palm 
from  the  many  who  wrere  making  their 
addreffes  to  her),  gained  her  intire  af¬ 
fection.  It  muft,  however, "be  obferved, 
that  Lxfander  was  not  a  fit  match  for 
Amanda  in  the  view  of  thofc  who  arc 
int'trely  ignorant  of  the  purport  of  the 
word  merit,  and  whofe  grovelling  fouls 
makeeverjr  ibe  mod  worthy  of  all  endow¬ 
ments  fubordinate  1o  an  infatiahle  thirf^ 
for /«cr^,  their  darling  idol.  Jlcrfathcjr 
had  once,  indeed,  upon  Ljfander*t  fig- 
nifying  to  him,  that  he  could  not  come 
to  his  houfe  without  bein^  taken  with 
fome  of  his  daughters,  granted  him  an 
intire  liberty  to  make  his  addrelfes,  it 
he  pleafed.  Lovers  are  of  sflt  othert 
the  mod  credulous.  This,  however^ 
they  were  not ;  for,  akbough  the  above 
incident  enlivened  much  their  hopes^ 
their  fears  dill  prepondcra^,  and  an 
oppcfition  to  their  union  was  t^at  they 
dill  dreaded,  blander  had  t^reforc* 
during  the  courfc  of  their  intimacy 
(which  was  for  feveral  years),  fre^^uent^ 
ly  propofed  to  her  to  go  abroad, 'in  or^ 
der  that  be  might  be  enabled  to  enlarge 
his  fortune,  as  he  knew  her  father  ha^ 
the  highed  edeem  for  his  pcr^Cdn  an  j 
qualification?.  This  propotal*^lhe.  al¬ 
ways  mod  drenuoufly  oppofed;  and  hp

ft»und  himl'clf  intirtly  incapable  of  fup- 
portinj;.  lie  wa3,  moreover,  abfolutcly 
rclolvcd  never  to  make  his  addrt  fTcs  to 
any  other  of  the  iVx.  He  acqtiainted 
Jicr  with  his  intention.  She  ftill  as  ar¬ 
dently  oppofed  it  as  formerly,  though 
the  thwarting  her  father’s  comminds 
was  what  (lie  could  not  be  prevailed 
ppon  to  do.

\  my  curious  rambles  through  the 
environs  of  this  city,  I  have  been 
tempted  to  vitit  the  nurfery  of  Mr  Wil¬ 
liam  Lucombe,  of  St  Thomas,  on  the 
report  of  a  very  extraordinary  and  new 
fpecies  of  oak,  firft  difeovered  and  pro¬ 
pagated  by  that  ingenious  gaidcncr;  and 
as  this  plant  appears  to  me  capable  of 
proving  an  intftimable  aeqeifttion  to  this 
kingviom,  1  cannot  rcfift  the  defirc  1  feel 
of  communicating  to  you  fume  particu¬ 
lars  relative  to  its  hiftory  and  charadcr, 
taken  partly  from  Mr  Lucombe’s  ac-' 
count  of  it,  and  my  own  obfervations. 
This,  I  know,  muft  be  moll  accepta¬ 
ble  to  you,  who  arc  fo  laborimifly  and 
hiudably  employed  in  elucidating  the  va¬ 
rious  improvements  and  adyanUgeayour 
country  is  capable  of. 

About  fevcii  years  pall,  Mr  Lucombe 
fowtd  a  parcel  of  acorns,  faved  from  a 
tree  of  his  own  growth,  of  the  iron  or 
wainfeot  fpecies;  when  they  came  up, 
he  obferved  one  amongll  them  that  kept 
his  leaves  throughout  the  winter;  flruck 
with  the  phenomenon,  hecherilhed,  and 
paid  particular  attention  to  it,  and  propa¬ 
gated,  by  grafting,  feme  thoufands  from 
it,  w  hich  it  had  the  picafurc  of  feeing 
eight  days  ago  in  high  flouriHung  beauty 
and  veuliire,  notwithHanding  the  fe ve¬ 
rity  of  the  Avinter.  Its  growth  is  (Iraight, 
SQd  handfomc  as  a  tir,  its  leaves  crer- 


green,  and  the  wood  is  thought,  by  the 
bell  judges,  in  hardnefs  and  ftrength,  to 
exceed  all  other  oak.  He  makes  but 
one  Ihoot  in  the  year,  viz.  in  May,  and 
continues  growing  without  interruption; 
whereas  other  oaks  ihnot  twice,  namely, 
in  May  and  Augufl;  but  the  peculiar 
and  intdimable  part  of  its  charader  is, 
the  amazing  quicknef*  of  its  growth, 
which  I  imagine  may  be  attributed  (in 
fomc  degree  at  lead)  to  its  making  but 
one  flioot  in  the  year;' for,  I  believe,  all 
trees  that  Ihoot  twice  are,  for  fomc  time, 
at  a  Hand  before  they  make  the  fecond. 

I  had  the  curiofity  to  take  the  dimen- 
hons  of  the  parent  tree  (feven  year* 
old),  and  tome  of  the  grafts;  the  firft 
meafured  tw’cnty-onc  feet  high,  and  full 
twenty  inches  in  the  girt;  a  graft  of 
four  years  old,  fixteen  feet  high,  and 
full  fourteen  inches  in  the  girt;  the  firft 
he  graited  is  fix  years  old,  and  has  <riit- 
fliot  his  parent  two  feet  in  height.  The 
parent  tree  feems  to  promife  his  acornt 
fo'in,  as  he  bloifoms,  and  forms  his  foot- 
ftalk  ftrong,  and  the  cup  upon  the  foot- 
ftalk  with  the  appearance  of  the  acorn, 
which,  with  a  little  more  age,  will  fw'ell 
to  pcife^ion.  This  oak  is  didingnilhed 
in  this  county  by  the  title  of  the  Lii- 
combe  oak;  his  (hoots,  in  general,  are 
from  four  to  five  feet  every  year,  fo  that 
he  will,  in  the  fpace  of  thirty  or  forty 
years,  out* grow  in  altitude  and  girt  the 
common  oak  at  an  hundred,  in  two  or 
three  days  1  will  forward  to  you,  in  a 
parcel,  a  branch  which  I  cut  off  from 
the  original,  and  another  from  the  graft 
of  four  years  old,  alfo  a  dead  branch  of 
the  iron  or  wainfcot  oak,  juft  to  (hew 
that,  from  the  fimilarity  of  the  leaves, 
it  is  a  defeendant  from  that  fpecies,  al** 
though  differing  from  it  in  every  other 
particular.  1  lend  you  alfo,  by  the  Exe¬ 
ter  ftage,  a  fpccimen  of  the  wood.  I 
have  a  walking-pole,  full  five  feet  long^ 
a  fide- (hoot  from  one  of  the  grafts,  only 
one  year  and  an  half  old.  Several  gen¬ 
tlemen  round  this  neighbourhood,  and 
in  the  adjoining  counties  of  Cornwall 
and  Sumerfet,  have  planted  them,  ami 
they  are  found  to  fljurilh  in  all  foils*

UPON  the  death  of  James  earl  of  Der¬ 
by,  lord  of  Man,  and  baron  Strange, 
which  happentd  about  the  year  1734, 
without  inilc-ilTiic,  thofe  honours  were 
taken  up  by  another  bianch  of  the  noble 
family  of  Stanley.  James,  then  duke  of 
AlhoIe,w’hofe  grandmother  was  adaiigh- 
ter  of  the  Derby  family,  had  formed  no 
view  of  any  prctenfi^ns  to  the  Hie  of 
Man,  nor  the  honours  of  Strange ‘of 
Knockyn  ;  but,  having  in\itcd  Duncan 
Forhet  (late  prelident  of  the  court  of 
felTion  in  Scotland,  and  at  that  lime  lord 
advocate  for  that  kingdvim)  to  fpend 
feme  days  with  hina  at  his  grace's  feat  at 
Dunkeld,  the  invitation  was  accepted; 
and,  out  of  complaifaiKe,  the  duke  gave 
Jiim  the  convoy  to  his  kat  of  Blair, 
twenty  miles  further  in  the  Highlands, 
where  they  dined.  In  this  old  caftle 
there  was  a  genealogical  tree  of  the  fa¬ 
mily  painted  on  the  wall,  which  altraifl- 
id  the  cnriofiiy  of  Mr  Foibes  to  perufc 
it.  On  which  he  laid,  “  VViiat  !  mv  lord 
duke,  by  the  death  of  the  earl  of  Derby, 
)  think  your  grace  has  a  claim,  by  your 
jp'andmother,  to  fomc  part  of  the  eftatc 
.and  honours.”  His  grace  was  furprifed, 
land  replied,  he  had  never  thought  of 
fiKih  a  thing:  “  Hut  fure  I  am  (faid  Mr 
J'orbes)  you  have.  Make  me  out  a  me¬ 
moir  of  fa*5lf,  and  I  will,  upon  my  arri¬ 
val  in  London,  take  advice  of  Englifh 
rounfcl.”  This  was  done;  and,  upon 
}iis  coming  to  London,  he  employed  an 
able  attorney  to  make  the  proper  fearches, 
and  laid  the  cafe  before  one  who  now 
eminently  prefides  at  the  head  of  the 
i  tw,  and  another  no  Id's  diftiuguilhcd 
Ivir  his  great  abilities  in  that  profcflioii, 
yvho  both  gave  it  as  their  opinion  that 
the  duke  had  an  undoubted  title  to  Mtn 
jfud  tl>e  barony  of  Strange;  on  which 
ins  grace  entered  his  claim,  and  was  al¬ 
lowed  the  fame  by  the  fupreme  fenatc  of 
the  mtion.  Thu?,  by  mere  chance,  at 
^  f.icndly  vlfd,  was  an  eltate  dilcovered 
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by  one  of  the  moft  learned  and  honeft 
men  of  the  age,  which  vefted  a  great 
fortune  in  a  family  that  was  always  grate¬ 
ful  for  the  difeovery.

ferable,  let  them  lie  deemed  non  coin* 
pos  V4chtisy  and  fent'to  a  mad-houfe: 
Wlicn  a  lady  marries  her  coachman,  or  a 
gentleman  his  cook*  maid  (efpccially  if 
there  arc  children  by  a  former  marriage), 
let  them  both  be  tranfported  for  four¬ 
teen  years:  When  a  man  has  had  one 
devil  of  a  wife,  and  buried  her,'  and  yet 
will  many  a  ftcond,  let  him  be  brought 
in  felo  de  fe^  and  buried  in  the  high¬ 
way  accordingly:  When  a  woman  in 
good  chcnmltances  marries  a  town- 
rake  not  Worth  a  groat,  if  flie  be  be¬ 
trayed  into  it,  let  it  be  called  accidental 
death ;  but  if  llie  knew  it,  make  it  fingle 
felony,  and  lingc  her  in  the  fift :  When  a 
man,  with  no  children,  marries  a  wo^ 
man  with  five  or  fix,  and  vice  verfa,  let 
the  delinquent  Hand  thrice  on  the  pillo¬ 
ry,  lofc  both  his  (or  her)  ears,  and  fuf- 
fer  one  year’s  imprifonment :  If  a  man 
marries  a  woman  of  ill  fame,  knowing 
her  to  be  fo,  let  him  be  condemned  to 
have  a  pair  ot  horns  painted  over  his 
door  in  perpetuam  ret  ntethoriath  :  or, 
if  (lie  be  a  kii(>w>i  IcoM,  then  a  couple  of 
T*eat’«  tongue6  painted  there;  and  when 
a  man  or  woman  marry  to  the  difinhe- 
riling  of  their  chiklrcrt,  let  them  fuffef 
as  in  cafes  cf  high  treafon :  When  a 
woman  mairics  a  roan  deeply  debt', 
knowing  him  to  be  fo,  let  her  be  fent  to 
the  houfeuf  correction,  and  kept  to  hard 
labour  for  three  months;  but,  if  he  de* 


ceived  her,  let  her  be  acquitted,  and  he 
doomed  to  beat  hemp  all  the  days  of  his 
life. 

And  as  the  aider  and  aflifier  in  the  a- 
bove,.  and  limih.r  cafes  which  may  oc* 
cur,  ought  not  to  pafs  without  a  fuitable 
punifhment,  kt.  the  parfem  that  joins 
them  together  be  tranfported  to  the 
country  of  the  Otaheites,  where,  it 
feems,  Europeans  meet  with  a  fuitable 
punifliment,  without  receiving  any  here 
for  their  crimes. 

Thefe,  and  fuch  like  penalties,  were 
they  palTcd  into  a  law,  might  prevent 
many  unhappy  marriages,  and  the  ruia 
of  families.

'J’he  billowing  anecdotes  are  related 
by  the  abbe^dc  laChapelle,  of  the  French 
academy  Thib  gentleman  having  heard 
•  mai.v  liirprifing  circumftances  related 
ctmcernii.g  one  M.  St  Gille,  a  grocer  at 
Si  Gci  fTiaiii-en  Layc,  near  Paris,  whofc 
albuiiihing  powers  as  a  ventriloquift  had 
givm  occ.ificn  to  many  ftngular  and  di- 
vciting  fetnes,  formed  the  refolution  to 
Icc  I'.iin.  Struck  by  the  many  marvel- 
Ion  aiurdotcs  related  concerning  him, 
the  abbe^  judged  it  nccclfaty  fitft  to  af- 
cciiain  ihe  tiuth  by  the  teftimony  of  his 
ov^n  Icr.fcs,  and  then  to  inquire  into  the 
caule  and  manner  iu  which  the  phaeno- 
ir.ena  were  pioduced. 

At-ei  lon  e  preparatory  and  ncceflary 
Peph  {for  M.  St  Gillc,  he  had  been  told, 
did  not  chute  to  gratify  the  curiufity  of 
c#cry  tnc},  the  ubbe^  waited  upon  him, 
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informed  him  of  his  dcfign,  and  was 
very  cordially  received.  He  was  taken 
into  a  parlour  on  the  ground  floor,  when 
M.  St  Gille  and  himfelf  fat  on  the  oppo- 
lite  fidcs  of  a  frnall  fire,  with  only  a  .ta¬ 
ble  between  them :  tne  author  keeping 
his  eyes  cunflantly  flxed  upon  M.  St  Gille 
all  the  time.  Half  an  hour  had  pafled, 
during  w'hich  that  gentleman  diverted 
the  abbe'  with  a  relation  of  many  comic 
feenes  which  he  had  given  occafion  to  by 
this  talent  of  his ;  when,  all  on  a  fudden, 
the  abbe^  heard  himfelf  called  by  hia 
name  and  title,  in  a  voice  that  feemed 
to  come  from  the  roof  of  a  houfc  at  a 
diftance.  He  was  almofl:  petrified  with 
aflonifhment :  ..on  rccolle<Sfing  himfelf, 
however,  and  alking  M.  St  Gille  whe.- 
tber  he  had  not  jufl  then  given  him  a 
fpecimen  of  his  art,  he  was  anfwered 
only  by  a  fmile :  but  while  the  abbe  was 
pointing  to  the  houfc  from  which  tfac 
voice  had  appeared  to  him  to  proceed, 
his  furprize  was  augmented  on  hearing 
himfelf  anfwered,  “  It  was  not  from  that 
quarter,”  apparently  in  the  fame  kind  of 
voice  as  before,  but  which  now  feemed 
to  iflue  from  under  the  earth,  at  one  of 
the  corners  of  the  room.  In  fliort,  this 
factitious  voice  played,  as  it  were,  every 
.where  about  him,  and  feemed  to  pro¬ 
ceed  from  any  quarter  or  diftance  from 
which  the  operator  chofc  to.  tranfmit  it 
to  him.  The  illufion  was  fo  very  ftrong, 
that  prepared  as  the  abbe'  was  for  this 
kind  of  converfalion,  his  mere  fenfes 
were  abfolutcly  incapable  cf  undeceiving 
him.  Though  coufeious  that  the  voice 
proceeded  from  the  mouth  of  M.  St  Gille, 
.that  gentleman  appeared  abfolutcly  route 
while  he  was  exerciling  this  talent;  nor 
could  the  author  perceive  any  change 
whatever  in  his  countenance.  He  ob- 
ferved,  however,  at  this  firll  vifit,  that 
M.  St  Gillc  contrived,  but  without  any 
afl'cCtatioii,  to  prefent  only  the  profile  of 
,his  lace  to  him,  while  he.  was  fpcaking 
as  a  ventriloquift. 

The  next  experiment  made  by  this  cu¬ 
rious  ventriloquift  was  no  lefs  curious, 
and  is  related  as  follows: 

M.  St  Gille  returning  home  from  a 
place  whither  his  bufinefs  had  carried 
him,  fought  for  ihtitcr  from  an  approach¬ 
ing  thunder-ftorm.in  a  neighbouring  con¬ 
vent.  Finding  the  whole  community  iq 
mourning,  he  inquires  the  caufe,  and  ig 
told,  that  one  of  their  body  had  lately 
died,  who  was  the  ornament  and  delight 
of  the  whole  focicty.  To  pafs  away  th<; 
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time,  he  walks  into  the  church,  attend¬ 
ed  by  fomc  of  the  religious,  who  fhew 
him  the  tomb  of  their  deccal'ed  brother, 
and  (peak  feelingly  of  the  fcatjty  honv»urs 
they  had  beftowed  on  his  memory. 
Suddenly  a  voice  is  heard,  apparently 
proceeding  from  the  roof  of  the  quire, 
lamenting  the  fuuation  of  the  defundf  in 
purgatory,  and  reproaching  the  brother¬ 
hood  with  their  lukewarmnefs  and  want 
of  zeal  on  his  account.  The  friars,  as 
foon  as  their  aftonilhment  gave  them 
power  to  fpeak,  confult  together  and  a- 
gree  to  aci]naint  the  relf  of  the  commu¬ 
nity  with  mis  lingular  event,  fointerelt- 
ing  to  the  whole  fociety. 

M.  St  Gille,  who  wilhed  to  carry  on 
the  joke  Hill  further,  dilTuadcs  them  from 
taking  this  Itcp:  telling  them,  that  they 
will  be  treated  by  their  abfent  brethren 
as  a  let  of  fools  and  vifionaries.  He  re¬ 
commends  to  them,  h  »wcver,  the  im¬ 
mediately  calling  the  whole  community 
into  the  church,  where  the  gholl  of  their 
•Uparled  brother  may  probably  reiterate 
his  complaints.  Accordingly  all  the  fri¬ 
ars,  novices,  lay-brothers,  and  even  the 
ii?smcftic>  of  the  convent  arc  immediate¬ 
ly  luinmoned  and  colle^^ed  together.  In 
a  Ih on  litnc  ilie  voice  from  the  roof  re¬ 
newed  its  lamentation  and  reproaches, 
and  the  whole  convent  fell  on  their  faces, 
and  vow’til  a  folemn  rtparalion.  As  a 
firil  itep,  they  chanted  a  Df  prtjfnndis 
in  full  choir;  during  the  intervals  of 
which  the  gholt  occilionally  exprefled 
the  comfort  iie  received  from  their  pious 
rxercifes  and  ejacuhiions  on  his  behalf. 
W'hen  all  was  over,  the  prior  entered  into 
a  fcrioiis  converlaiion  with  M.  St  Gille, 
and  on  I  he  tVrengthof  what  had  juft  palTed, 
iagacioully  inveighed  againlt  the  abfurd 
incredulity  of  wur  modern  fceptics  and 
pretended  philofophcrs,  on  the  article 
of  gholls  or  apparitions.  M.  St  Gille 
thought  it  now  high  time  to  difabufe  the 
good  fathers.  This  purpofe,  however, 
he  found  it  extremely  ditlicult  to  effeiJt, 
till  he  had  prevailed  upon  them  to  return 
with  him  into  the  church,  and  there  be 
witrefl'es  of  the  rn  inner  in  which  he  had 
condm^tfd  this  ludicrous  dteeprion. 

In  confequence  of  three  memoirs  pre¬ 
sented  by  the  author  to  the  royal  acade-- 
my  of  fciences  at  Paris,  in  which  he 
cvunmunicated  to  them  the  oblcrvations 
th^l  he  had  collciftcd  on  the  fubjetH  of 
ventrdoquifm  in  general,  and  thofe  he 
bad  made  on  M.  St  Gille  in  particular; 
ihat  learned  bodv  deputed  two  of  its 
pember?,  M.  dc  F ouciiy,  and  Lc  Roi, 
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to  accompany  him  to  St  Gcrmain-en, 
Laye,  in  order  to  verify  the  faa*,  and 
to  make  their  obfervafions  on  the  nature 
and  caufes  of  this  extraordinary  facolty. 
Ill  the  courfe  of  this  inquiry  a  very  fiQ. 
gtilar  plan  was  laid  and  executed,  to  put 
M.  St  Gille’s  powers  of  deception  to  the 
trial,  by  engaging  him  to  exert  them  in 
the  prcfencc  of  a  large  party,  confifting 
of  the  cominiffaries  of  the  academy,  and 
fume  perfons  of  the  higheft  quality,  whs 
were  to  dine  in  the  open  foreft  near  St 
Germain-en-Layc  on  a  particular  day. 
All  the  members  of  this  party  were  in 
the  fecret,  except  a  certain  lady,  here 
defigned  by  the  title  of  the  countcfsdc 
B.  who  was  pitched  upon  as  a  proper 
vidlim  to  M.  St  Gille’s  dclulive  powers, 
as  ftic  knew  nothing  either  of  M.  St 
Gille,  or  of  ventrilitqiiifm  ;  and  poflibly, 
we  Ihould  think,  for  another  realoo, 
which  the  abbe^  through  politenefe,  fup. 
prtffes.  She  had  only  been  told  in  ge¬ 
neral,  that  this  party  had  been  formed  in 
conrtqutnce  of  a  report  that  an  aerial 
fpirit  had  lately  eftabliOied  itfelf  in  the 
foreft  of  St  Germain- en-Laye,  and  that 
a  grand  deputation  from  the  academy  of 
fciences  w  ere  to  pafs  the  day  there  to  in¬ 
quire  into  the  reality  of  the  fad. 

M.  St  Gille,  it  is  not  to  be  doubted, 
was  one  of  this  ftled  party.  Previous 
to  his  joining  the  company  in  the  foreft, 
he  completely  deceived  even  one  of  the 
CO  mini  liar  ics  of  the  academy  who  was 
then  walking  from  them,  and  whom  hs 
accidentally  met.  Juft  as  he  was  abreaft 
of  him,  prepared  and  guarded  as  the  a- 
cadcmician  was  againlt  a  deception  of 
this  kind,  he  verily  believed  that  he 
heard  his  affociatc  M.  dc  Pouchy,  who 
was  then  with  the  company  at  above  a  ' 
hundred  yards  diftance,  calling  after  him 
to  return  as  cxptditiouUy  as  poflible. 
His  valet,  tiro,  after  repeating  to  his 
marter  the  purp»)rl  of  M.  dc  Pouchy’s, 
fuppofed  exclamation,  turned  about  to* 
wards  the  company,  and  w'ith  the  great- 
eft  fimplicity  imaginable,  bawled  out  as 
loud  a»  he  could  in  anl  vver  to  him,  ‘‘  Yei, 
Sir.” 

After  this  promifing  beginning  the  par¬ 
ty  fat  down  to  dinner;  and  the  aerial  fpi¬ 
rit,  who  had  been  previoufty  furnilhrd 
with  proper  anecdotes  refpcifting  the 
company,  loon  began  to  addrcls  the* 
countefs  of  B.  particularly,  in  'a  voice 
that  feemed  to  be  in  the  air  over  their 
head».  Somtiimes  he  Ipoke  to  her  from 
.the  top?  of  the  trees  around  them,  or 
fruai  ihc  fjrfacc  of  llit;  i^rouutl  ataprclr 
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ty  large  diftance;  and  at  other  times 
Icrmed  to  Ipcak  from  a  conCidcrablc 
depth  under  her  feet.  During  the  din¬ 
ner  the  ipirit  appeared  to  be  abfolutely 
incxhauftiblc  in  the  gallantries  he  addref- 
fed  to  her;  though  he  foinctimes  faid 
dvil  things  likewile  to  the  dutchefs  of 
C.  This  kind  of  converfation  tailed  a- 
hove  two  hours;  and  in  fine  the  countefs 
was  firmly  perfuaded,  as  the  reft  of  the 
company  afifeCted  to  be,  that  this  was  the 
voice  of  an  aerial  I'pirit :  nor  would  Ihe, 
as  the  author  affirms,  have  been  unde¬ 
ceived,  had  not  the  rcll  of  the  company, 
by  their  unguarded  behaviour,  at  length 
excited  in  her  lomc  fulpicions.  The  lit¬ 
tle  plot  againft  her  was  then  owned,  and 
Ihe  ackn»)wledged  herfelf  to  be  mortified 
only  in  being  waked  from  fuch  delicious 
dehilion. 

Several  other  inftanccs  of  M.  St  Gille’s 
talent  are  related.  He  is  not,  however, 
the  only  ventriloquill  now  in  being.  The 
author,  in  the  courfe  of  his  inquiries  on 
this  fubjeft,  was  informed  that  the  ba¬ 
ron  de  Mengen,  a  German  nobleman, 
poffiffid  this  art  in  a  very  high  degree- 

The  baron  has  alfo  conltru^ted  a  little 


puppet  or  doll  (tficiower  jaw  of  whichr. 
he  moves  by  a  particular  contrivance), 
with  which  he  holds  a  fpirited  kind  of 
dialogue.  In  the  courfe  of  it,  the  little 
virago  is  fo  impertinent,  that  at  lall  he 
thrufts  her  into  his  pocket;  from  whence 
Ihe  feems,  to  thofe  prefent,  to  grumble 
and  complain  of  her  hard  treatment* 
Some  time  ago,  the  baron,  who  was  theci 
at  the  court  of  Bareith,  being  in  compa¬ 
ny  with  the  prince  de  Deux-Ponts,  and 
other  noblemen,  amufed  them  with  tbia 
feene.  An  Irilh  officer,  who  was  then 
prefent,  was  fo  firmly  perfuaded  that  the 
baron’s  doll  was  a  real  living  animal,  pre* 
vioully  taught  by  him  to  repeat  thefere- 
fponfes,  that  he  watched  his  opportuni¬ 
ty  at  the  clofe  of  the  dialogue,  and  fud- 
denly  made  an  attempt  to  fnatch  it  from 
his  piu^et.  The  little  doll,  as  if  in  dan¬ 
ger  of  being  fuffi>catcd,  during  the  llrug- 
gle  Qccafioned  by  this  attempt,  called 
out  for  help,  and  fereamed  incelfantly. 
from  the  pocket  till  the  officer  defifted* 
She  then  became  filent;  and  the  baron 
was  obliged  to  take  her  out  from  tbencc,r 
to  convince  him  by  handling  her,  that 
ilie  was  a  mere  piece  of  wood* 


HISTORY  OF  THE  TIMES. 

August  i8. — to  25. 
TURKEY  AND  RUSSIA. 

IVar/afw,  July  27. 

“  Ruffian  minifler  here  received 

X  a  courier  from  the  grand  army, 
with  a  journal  of  the  operations  of  that 
army  on  the  right  hand  (horc  of  the  Da¬ 
nube,  containing  feveral  ikirniiflies  and 
engagements  which  happened  between 
he  hoftile  troops  from  the  a5th  of  June 
o  the  lolh  of  July,  and  every  thing  was 
o  the  advantage  of  the  Ruffians ;  among 
hich  the  following  were  the  capital  cn- 
agements. 

On  the  27th  of  June,  the  garrifon 
*f  Rulzuk  tried  the  firfl  tally  from 
he  fortrefs,  and  attacked  the  Abze- 
ozic  regiment,  which  was  polled  upon 
he  ri.ad  towards  Confiaiitinople ;  but 
he  enemy  ,  after  fufiaining  a  conliderable 
t»,  was  obliged  to  retire  within  the 
attcries. 

“  On  the  i8lh,  the  vanguard  of  gen. 
acaiiilkiy  was  attacked  by  Dagiftanly 


Baffa,  who  was  at  the  head  of  5000  ca¬ 
valry;  but  the  Turks  were  foon  repul- 
fed  and  defeated.  The  Ruffians  took  fix 
flags,  and  lomc  Turks  were  made  prifo- 
Bcrs. 

“  On  the  30th,  major  Rofen  was  fent 
with  a  detachment  to  Razyzard,  and 
found  himfelf  furrounded  on  three  dif¬ 
ferent  tides  by  the  enemy.  Gen.  Ka- 
mintkoy  came  up  immediately  with  hit 
whole  infantry,  and  defeated  the  enemy, 
killed  about  200,  and  .took  27  prifoners, 
among  whom  is  a  Bin  Bafla,  and  got  five 


“  On  the  2d  of  July,  as  Siurdzy  Caf- 
fan  Batfa  was  bringing  50CO  men,  in  or¬ 
der  to  reinforce  the  garrifon  of  Rufzuck, 
he  was  attacked  by  major- gen.  Mafizcho- 
kin,  who  defeated  him  intirdy,  killed 
300,  took  30  prifoners,  among  whom  is 
a  Bofniac  Bafia  of  two  horfc-tails;  and, 
in  purfuing  the  enemy,  he  took  200  Bul¬ 
garians  prifoners  of  war;  and  the  whole 
camp  became  a  prey  to  the  Ruffians. 
Three  hundred  of  the  Turkifli  cavalry, 
that  jutl  came'  up  to  join  the  Baffii,  fell 
alfo  into  the  bands  of  the  Ruffians,  bjr 
which  they  got  t  great  quantity  of  mat- 
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kcts  and  fvvords;  and  fcveral  other  valu¬ 
able  tffevfls. 

“  On  the  6tH  of  July,  4000  mrn  from 
the  gariifon  of  Sllittria,  by  the  aHiftance 
of  their  batteries,  pilfed  the  Damibc  to¬ 
wards  the  idand  Riil/uk,  and  attacked 
the  Kulhans  with  the  utmoft  fury;  but, 
notwithitanding  the  cnoi  moii,' fire  from 
the  cannon  ot  the  fortrefs,  and  the  attack 
of  the  Siliftrian  garrifon,  ihc  Rudiaus  be¬ 
haved  fo  bravely,  that  the  cnemv,  after 
Joting  about  600  in  dead,  and  about  500 
in  w'onnded,  were  obliged  to  letire. 
The  Rudians  purfuing  the  enemy,  funk 
a  ved'el  with  near  3coTurk^,  and  killed 
a  great  number  in  attempting  to  return 
on  board  their  vedlls. 

“  On  the  7lh,  the  befieged  of  Riifzuk 
attempted  another  Tally  wiili  8cOj  men, 
both  infantry  and  cavalry,  and  attacked 
again  thofe  troops  who  were  pofted  upon 
the  road  towards  Conflantinople ;  but, 
after  hding  about  8^0  in  dead,  befujes  the 
wounded,  they  retired  into  ihe  fortrefs. 

“  On  the  io‘h,  the  feralkicr  of  Rof- 
2uk,  at  the  head  of  the  whole  garrifon, 
tried  the  fuccels  of  another  Tally,  and 
from  day-break  till  the  evening  he  at¬ 
tacked  the  RulFian  pods  at  different 
places;  but  the  latter  fought  with  fuch 
Ipirit,  that  the  enemy,  after  leaving  1000 
dead  upon  the  litld,  found  means  to  lly 
fntp  the  fortrefs.” 

‘Vierjna<t  9.  **  Certain  ad¬ 

vices  have  been  pill  received  here  of  the 
concluliofi  of  the  artTiillicc  between  the 
Ruffians  and  the  Turks.  Intelligence  of 
this  had  arrived  here  before,  but  was 
much  doubted:  however,  the  prefent 
advices  coming  immediately  from  mar- 
flial  Romanzow  no  doubt  confirms  it. 
I’hefc  advices  likewife  add,  that  all  the 
proceedings  before  Silillria  arc  put  an 
end  to,  and  that  couriers  have  been  fent 
to  ftop  the  further  proceedings  of  the 
detachments  from  the  grand  army.  The 
terms  uf  the  peace  arc,  we  hear,  ex¬ 
tremely  advantageous  to  the  Ruffians, 
the  provinces  of  Moldavia  and  Wallachia 
being  inlirely  given  up  to  them.” 

RUSSIA.

Cronftadt,  July  a6.  “  A  drfudful 
fire  happened  lately  in  th^  old  town 
which  confumed  Icveral  houfes.  This 
misfortune  was  followed  by  a  ftorm 
which  ruined  the  diftriifts  of  Zeyden  and 
Weydenbach.  Theftorm  laded  upwards 
of  an  hour,  and  the  force  of  the  wind  un¬ 
roofed  feveral  hoiifcs.  The  hailftones 
were  fo  large,  that  feveral  men  and  Cattle 
were  killed  and  wounded  by  them. 
Scarce  was  the  terror  of  this  difafler 
overcome,  when  the  lightning  fell  in  the 
town,  and  fet  fire  to  feveral  houfes,  which 
ctimmunicating  to  others,  numbers  were 
confumed.” 

tVarfa^jj^  July  17.  “  Capt,  Ritfch- 
kow  has  finilhed  his  journey  into  the 
fouthern  provinces  of  Riidia.  He  has 
given  in  his  memoirs  to  the  imperial  aca¬ 
demy  at  Peternaurgli.  They  are  thrfS 
in  iinmbf’r,  and  in  the  Rufliau  language. 
Among  the  difeoveries  he  has  made  arc 
a  number  of  ruins  of  villages,  toiasns  and 
cities,  the  mod  coiffiderable  of  which  are 
now  reduced  to  mere  hamlets.  The 
captain  was  not  able  to  get  any  light  in¬ 
to  the  caufes  of  this  devadation;  neither 
could  he  difccver  what  nation  formerly 
peopled  this  vad  extent  of  country, 
which  mult  have  been  numcroudy  inha¬ 
bited,  if  one  may  judge  from  the  ruins 
of  feveral  towns,  the  fortifications  of 
which  are  dill  danding,  and  are  in  the 
form  of  a  bow.” 

POLAND.

Dantzickf  July  a8.  “.The  retam 
of  M.  Benoit,  the  Prudian  agent,  and 
count  Golowchin,  the  minider  from  the 
emprefs  of  Rufii.i,  to  reconfult  with  the 
magidrates  on  the  claims  of  his  Pruffian 
majedy,  has  been  attended  with  the  good 
effect  of  opening  the  communications  to 
this  city,  which  were  all  dopped  up  by 
the  Pi  ndian  troops,  who  are  now  with¬ 
drawn  from  the  city  and  fubiirbs  to  their 
camp  at  Oliva.  The  Prufiian  officers st 
the  receipt  of  the  cudoms  (except  the 
comptroller  in  the  chamber  of  accounts) 
arc  removed,  and  every  other  appearance 
is  now  favourable  to  this  city.”  ' 


Peterfhurghy  July  22.  “  We  have 
received  the  melancholy  news  from  Re¬ 
vel,  that  prince  Augudns  of  Holdein- 
Gotlorp,  whofe  great  (kill  in  navigation 
is  well  known,  had  the  misfortune  to 
fall  from  the  mainmad  of  a  diip  into  the 
fca,  and  was  drow'ned.” 


DENMARK. 

Elftneur,  Auguft  “  LaftThoH^ 
day,  about  eight  o’clock  in  the  morningi 
a  Ihfh  of  lightning  broke  into  the  tot^ 
of  the  cadle  of  Kronenbufgh,  and 
hours  after  -the  Hames  bard  out 
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v*M)lfntly.  There  were  700  barrels  of 
gunpowder  in  the  tower,  but  it  was  in 
time  enough  reipovcd  by  the  aliiftanccof 
the  burghers,  though  fcveral  people  were 
ternbiy  wounded  by  the  lead  which 
melted  down  upori  their  heads  from  the 
top  ot  the  tower.  His  royal  highnefs 
prince  Frederick  has  written  a  letter  to 
the  niagiftrates  of  this  place,  thanking' 
the  burghers,  in  his  majefty’s  name,  for 
their  zealous  affiftauce. 

“  VVe  hear  from  Copenhagen,  that 
orders  are  given  for  fitting  out  a  fleet, 
wiin  the  utmoft  expedition,  to  confllt  of 
the  following  Ihips;  the  Dannebbrg,  of 
Co  guns;  Slcfwic,  of  50  guns;  Falfter 
frigate,  of  $4  guns;  and  Pearl,  of  30 
guns:  btfidtfc  feveral  fmall  veflclH,  two 
hooktr^,  and  a  fire  fliip.  The  deftina- 
of  tiii>  fleet  is  unknown,  but  it  oc- 
camins  various  conjectures  among  our 
politicians.” 

CORSICA. 

£x/rj/?  of  a  Utter  from  Bajlia^  in 
Corfica^  dated  July  18. 

“  Ni'twithftanding  the  punifhmenti 
h^flidted  on  the  banditti  of  this  ifland, 
the  number  of  thefc  miferable  beings 
daily  incrcafes.  — — —  Count  de  Nar- 
boune  is  flill  in  the  country,  and,  it  is 
faid,  he  has  pafled  the  mountains,  to 
give  chacc  to  200 armed  Corficans.  Five 
perfous  have  been  lately  condemned  to 
die,  three  on  the  gallows,  two  on  the 
rack.  We  have  in  our  dungeons  above

Hi»  majefly  has  fince  wrote  to 
the  comptroller* general  to  pay  the  mcr* 
chant  without  delay.” 

SPAIN. 

Cadiz,  July  19.  “  Orders  have  beeni 
difpatched  for  an  armed  fleet  to  be  got 
ready  with  all  expedition  for  Spanifli  A* 
vmerica;  on  board  of  which'are  to  be  cm- 
birked  two  ^or  three  battalions  of  the 
garrifon  of  this  city.

It  has  had  four  brafs  nails  where  U 
was  joined  to  the  helve,  one  of  which  is 
loft;  and  it  would  feem  to  have  bcea 
hxed  iu  the  wood  or  handle  by  a  tong, 
as  put  of  a  larger  bore  difeovers  itlclf 
in  the  center,  where  it  has  been  broke 
off;  for  nothing  but  the  metal  remains. 

'rhls  machine  was  fiflied  out  of  the 
Forth  a  falinon  net,  with  part  of  an 
human  Jkuil  upon  its  point,  in  the  month 
of  May  or  June  laft,  at  CamhuSy  about 
two  miles  weft  of  this  town,  and  fold  to 
a  clockmakcr  here. 

From  the  circumftance  of  the  Ikull,  it 
might  be  coujei^fured  to  have  been  a 
weapon  refembliug,  in  fome  meafurc, 
the  half-pikes  nfed  by  our  foot-officers, 
and  feems  equally  calculated  for  cut  and 
ihrufl.
